What Part Did Liquor Play? 


Conflicting Evidence. 


Yesterday afternoon about 3 o'clock 


there occurred at wb(tt JsJfnown as Dunn's 
crossing, a ftlljjueadgsL'FownEil on the 
Fitchburg tr^clMttt^K'iliase most ter- 
rible of all fatalities—a railroad crossin_ 
disaster. As a result, four young men of 
North Adams out for a Sabbath ride were 
all (with the exception of one who 
breathed a few minutes after the acci- 
dent) instantly killed; one of the two 
horses killed, and the double seated car- 
riage in which the party was driving 
literally knocked and ground into kindling 
wood. 
The young men's names were 


Jerry Trudeau, Oliver Dudley, Edward 
Boque and Edward Chapnt. 


Not since the terrible disaster at South- 


bridge, near Worcester, on Thanksgiving 
day when a barge full of football players 
including two Williams college players, 
was struck by a train on the N. Y. & N. E. 
tracks and four killed, has there been so 
fatal and terrible a railroad killing as that 
in Pownai yesterday. Ii the instantan- 
eousness of the resulting death and in the 
completeness of the wreck, this accident 
hardly has a parallel in the records of 
railroad fatalities. 


It was abont 10 o'clock yesterday morn- 


ing when Dudley and Koque went to C. 
H. Berry's livery stable to hire a team. 
They wanted a two-seated carriage with 
two horses but they wanted it cheaper 
than Mr. Berry would let it. They went 
away but in a few moments returned and 
took a double carriage and one of the 
stable's pet teams. They said they were 
going to Pownai for a pleasure ride. These 
two drove out of the stables evidently 
bent on a good time and expecting a pleas- 
ant day. On the slreet somewhere they 
picked up Chapnt and Trudeau and set 
out gayly for Pownai. 


Scene of Iho Accident. 


The accident occurred on the party's re- 


turn at what is known aa Dunn's crossing, 
about a mile east of Pownai, just at the 
end of the iron bridge. The road here 
twice crosses the tracks, the crossings be- 
ing only forty or fifty rods apart. It is an 
extremely dangerous place, in what is 
known as the cut 
Trees and bushes 


would shut out any view of approaching 
trains if curves did not, as they do. The 
first crossing as one drives from Pownai is 
not extremely bad, although the road 
crosses the track diagonally and trees cut 
off a clear view of approaching trains. 
But the second crossing near the bridge 
has in every particular the proper condi- 
tions for a railroad slaughter pen. It is 
just at the end of a railroad bridge that 
obstructs the view and at the end of this 
bridge the tracks take a sharp curve that 
prevents any possible view for more than 
a few rods even if the bridge were not 
there. More than this, the tracks are a 
little higher than the wagon road, neces- 
sitating a grade, and the road and tracks 
cross each other diagonally. 


S»i<l to be n Private Koailwny, 


So dangerous, in fact, is this crossing 


that the Fitchburg company a few years 
ago, (as was said and is believed by a 
number of Pownai citizens, at least), 
bought up the roadway that goes over 
these two crossings, and a new road above 
by which the crossings could be avoided 
was built by the Pownai authorities in 
conjunction with the railroad company. 
Accordingly anyone using the highway 
where the accident occurred must do so at 
bis own risk. It is not a public way 
although some legal technicality prevents 
to being closed—it is said, because of the 
property owners' rights along it. 


One Bisky Crosstnjc Made. 


The party had reached the first crossing 


on the return from Pownai, when they 
noticed a freight train coming from th« 
west. It was close upon them and the 
engineer whistled danger. 
Either be- 


cause they did not realize the closeness of 
the coming train, or out of a spirit of fool- 
hardiness, the driver whipped up the 
horses and dashed across the crossing only 
a few yards ahead ot the freight. This 
was taking chances, and showed that the 
young men were not over cautious. The 
next crossing was abont fifty rods beyond 
and before they reached it the freighl 
train thundered past them, and the horses 
were allor.ed to go slow between the 
crossings BO the freight might have time 
to paw by the time the second crossing 
was reached. 


IIow White Was Saved. 


At this point Ed. White of Williams- 


town who had gotten into the carriage al 
the state line, made the move that un- 
doubtedly saved his life. He suddenly 
took the notion into his head that h 
wanted to get home faster than the car 
riage could take him, and so got out o: 
the vehicle to catch on to the rear of the 
passing freight train. 
He didn't do it 


probably because it was moving too fas 
tor him. But the lucky idea of catching 
this passing train saved him from the 
fated carriage. 


Warning Given the Men. 


As the freight train passed the carriage 


which was now between the two eroaj- 
ings, the engineer, aware of the express 
train that was coming from the east on 
the other track and which could not pos- 
sibly be keen nor heard by those in the 
carriage, whistled a warning and Iranti- 
cally motioned, as Mrs. Harwood says 
(who 
lives at this point), trying to show 


the men their danger. It teems that 
young Prindle, a tormcr railroad man 
himself and who knew anl recognized 
the engineer and fireman of the freight 
engine, understood what was meant and 
warned his companions. 


Would Wot Heed the Warning. 


But the driver kept on. The freight 


had not yet passed the second crossing 
when the carnage came up. Accordingly 
it stopped very near the track till the 
freight should pass and they could cross. 
This east-bound freight upon which their 
whole attention was fixed was on the 
track nearest them. 


Gives Warning and Jnntpa. 


No sooner had the freight caboose 


cleared the crossing than the driver, 
Edward Chaput, started up the horses. 
Again young Prindle remonstrated and 
cried out to the driver: 


" For GoiTs Salcc, Don't Try It!': 
But the horses were already on the first 


track. A second later Prindle, cripple as 
he was jumped from the carriage between 
the tracks, leaving hjS four fated compan- 
ions in the wagon. He did not see or hear 
the coming express. He only knew that 
there was danger and jumped instinc- 
tively. No man ever had a narrower es- 
cape. 
The Awful Crash. 


Prindle had but just touched the ground 


when the forward wheels of the carriage 
crossed the second track and the awful 
crash came. Out from the bridge hidden 
from sight by the freight and its warning 
rumble drowned by this same train that 
was yet only a few feet away, cjune the 
express due af Pownai at 3.-Al,*nd which 
leaves North Adams at 2 39 on Sundays 
only. Like a huge bolt it struct the for- 
ward wheels of the loaded vehicle. In a 
twinkling the carriage was ground and 
broken into kindling wood and twisted 
bits of iron, its four occupants were hurled 
high in the air before the engine and fell 
bruised and bleeding and lifeless to the 
left side of the track some thirty or forty 
feet beyond. The horse nearest the en- 
gine was lifted fully as high as the tele- 
graph poles ind fell mangled and dead on 
the north side of the track fifty feet from 
the crossing, while its mate because of the 
diagonal track and being a step in advance 
escaped with hardly a bruise. Young 
Prindle, so close that he felt the heat of 
the passing engine, was struck by the rear 
wheels as they were whirled through the 
air and knocked down between the tracks, 
where he says he saw the wreck "like a 
mush of feathers" fly past him. 


Just After the Killing. 


Prindle was the first to see the result of 


the awful catastrophe. Dazed and horri- 
fied he regained his feet and stood on the 
crossing and looked at the wreckige and 
corpses strewn along the track. In 
another moment, his former companion 
in the carriage who had left it but a 
moment before at the first crossing, Edw. 
White, who was walking behind the re- 
treating freight he had failed to catch, 
came to his side and both stood helpless 
and agonized AS they looked at the corpses 
of the four companions whose talk and 
laughter had yet scarcely died out of their 
ears. Two of the men had been thrown 
clear outside the first track, and one of 
these was Dudley, almost a giant in size, 
who was still gasping and in whom a little 
life was still left. But his head was cut 
open andtfrom it oozed blood and brain 
matter. The others were stone dead. 
Not a noise ever escaped any of their lips 
—not even a cry or shriek as the ci jel en- 
gine bore down on them. 


Bodies Waiting: for Kcmoval. 


Selectman S. L. Smith of North Pownai 


reached the scene at about 5 o'clock. 
After viewing the bodies, he decided that 
an inquest was not necessary and gave 
permission for them to be turned over to 
the undertaker. Mr. Comisky in this town 
received word to repair to Pownai about 
4 o'clock. At 4.55 he was on his way with 
his delivery wagon, as his van was being 
repaired and it was feared would be too 
small. He arrived at the depot in Pownai 
at 7.15, and in twenty minutes was on his 
way back with the corpses. He arrived 
here at 9.30 last evening and the night 
was consumed in preparing the bodies for 
burial. 
How Injured. 


The injuries to the different men were 


found to be as follows when they got to 
North Adams: 


Chaput had both arms and one leg 


broken, skull fractured, severe internal 
injuries. 


Trudeau had his left arm broken, skull 


fractured, badly injured internally, breast 
stove in. 


Boque had his skull badly fractured, 


both legs broken, internal injuries. 


Dudley had his right thigh broken, 


skull fractured and internal injuries. 


Not Horribly Mangled. 


The men were not so badly mangled or 


so terribly cut and olooddyed as is often 
.he case in such accidents. 
They were 


horwn clear of the wheels of the express 
rain, two of them lying outside of the 
outer track, and the other two within the 
rails of this second track. 
Their clothes 


were badly torn and cut and gashes cover- 
id their bodies, but none of their faces 
were bruised beyond easy recognition, al- 


though all were cut and blackened. Tru- 
deau and Dudley received the worst scars 
abont the face and head. | All died, as 
one of the doctors present at Pownai said, 
from general ooncusiion as much as if they 
had fallen from a ten-story window to a 
pavement below. 


A Doctor was » Passenger. 


The express train came to a stop befo, e 


the second crossing was passed. 
The 


freight train going the other way had 
stopped before its caboose had cleared 
the iron bridge. In a moment the train 
men of both trains were.pn the awfu 
scene. At the same* time; the "neighbors 
in the vicinity, bavimrheafdthe engine's 
warning whistle anoT'BeSing the trails 
stop, hastened to the scene. Passengers 
from the express train "qTso joined the 
horrified group of spectators. 
One o: 


these was a doctor from'New York. 
He 


hastily saw that nothing cpjild be done for 
three of the men. The fourth one was 
yet breathing. The doctor ordered some 
water brought from the* brook close at 
band and bathed his head and washed 
away the fast flowing blcod. But efforts 
to restore consciousness were in vain. 


The Dead Cnrri*1* to Pownitl. 


After a few moments' consultation on 


the part of the train officials and the doc- 
tor, it was resolved to eavry the d'ad to 
Pownai, only a mile distant and send for 
aid from there. Accordingly, the express 
train was backed to the scene of the 
wreck and the train hamh none too will- 
ingly lifted the three,bleeding corpses 
into the baggage car as well as the almost 
lifeless body of Dudley, .jiow only faintly 
gasping and bis pulse altnost gone. Then 
the train, almost thirty minutes late went 
on to Pownai. 
> 


At I-owlHrt-StiUlon. 


When Pownai was reached, the corpses 


of the tfaiee men fcliWl outright were 
taken and placed on the floor of the little 
freight house that stands a few feet west 
of the depot. As Dudley -was raised to be 
taken from the car, he' spasmodically 
gasped once or twice end all was over. 
His bloody corpse was then placed beside 
those of his comrades Id the little freight 
house thatserved the' ghastly purposes of 
a morgue. The express train then hur- 
riedly moved out, under, the hand of an 
engineer who had taken the carriage whip 
at the wreck as a souvenir of his engine's 
awful work. Then began the attempt to 
identify them. 
A North Adams person 


present knew Dudley, and in some way it 
was known that the turnout belonged to 
Liveryman Berry of this town. He was 
notified by telegraph, and in turn notified 
Undertaker Comisky of the unpleasant 
task before him. In the meantime the 
bodies had beea turned over to the select- 
man of Pownai as the Vermont law directs. 
This was L. S. Smith of North Pownai who 
was notified by telegraph and messenger) 
and came on the scene in about an hour. 
A curious crowd hsct gathered at the 
Pownai depot, 
A'H ithfl, village people, 


gome of the farmenHrom the outlying 
districts and even people from this town 
crowded about the little freight house 
where the dead men lay stretched in their 
bloody clothes. 
Only those likely to re- 


cognize the dead werajidmitted, and after 
arrhour the freight-tiodteeVas locked to 
await the undertaker's coming. 


Clearing up the Wreckage. 


About 4 o'clock a gang of section men 


from Pownai went to the scene of the 
wreck. They buried the dead horse where 
it bad been thrown. 
Its legs had been 


broken and it was cut open through the 
thighs and abdomen. 
The wreck of the 


carriage was strewn along the track for 
fifty or sixty feet. Hardly was a single 
piece of it recognizable as a part of a car- 
riage. It was literally in fine pieces. The 
section men took it to. Powual where it 
waa dumped in a heap near the car house. 


One Hone ITnscratehed. 


The near horse of Mr. Berry's team did 


not receive ao much as a scratch. 
After 


the crash it ran down the road with only 
its collar left on, and was taken to the 
state line and then home. 


Told by Those Who Saw. 


Last evening a carriage containing sev- 


eral TEANSOBIPT representatives was 
driven to the scene of the accident, and 
also to the homes of those who were at 
the scene of death and ruin. 


PrUmie Tells the Awful Story. 


Perhaps the most thrilling and terribly 


real of all accounts o f the aocideirt is that 
ofClarendeH-iPflbdle of Williamstown, 
the occupant1 of the carriage who saved 
hiinoelf >bjFs Jmnpihg at the- iast second. 
He was seen at midnight last night at his 
home in "Charityville" near the Williams- 
town yards. He was in bed suffering ex- 
cruciating pain from a knee which had 
been wrenched by the part of the wreck 
that had struck him—an injury that he 
had not noticed in the excitement of the 
time. This is the young man who, it will 
be remembered, a year ago lost both of 
his feet while breaking on the Fitchburg 
road at Greenfield, and who yesterday 
saved his life in spite of his crippled 
limbs and cork members. Mr. Prindle 
told 
his 
story 
as 
follows: 
"It 


was about 1.30 this afternoon when 
I 
was down near Moody's 
bridge 


and the carriage came along which con- 
tained the four men who were killed. I 
knew none of them by name and don't 
now, but one of them I had met and he 
told me to get in and take a ride. I did so. 
We went to Pownai where we watered 
and hitched our horses and went into the 
hotel and got some cigars. Here the mat- 
ter was discussed of going on to North 
Pownai, but it was given up and we soon 
started home. The toys were just feeling 
good but weren't full at all, unless it was 
White who got in at the state line. Some 
of them had been taking a litUe of some- 
thing, but not enough to hurt. Not a 
drop of anything was drank in the hotel, 


was on the rear seat with White and the 


smallest of the men. The big fat man 
was on the right of the front seat, the till 
man with a draw into his eye was driving, 
and the man with the moustache was on 
on the lea of the front seat. So when the 
engine struck the smallest man was on 
the rear seat alone and the other three 
were all on the front seat. We drove 
moderately but at the first crossing had 
to whip up to make it, and had DO time to 
ipare. After we got across White got out 
to catch the freight home saying he 
wanted to get there quicker than driving 
could do it. He didn't catch it as it was 
going twelve or fifteen miles an hour, and 


don't know what he ww really up to. I 


knew the engineer, Slavin, on the freight. 
He waved to me and whistled to warn us 
if the train com ing. I understood it and 
told the others. They said they guessed 
not, and so drove right up near the second 
Tossing till they had to stop for the 
freight to clear She crossicg. Tie second 


it had done so the driver started up. I 
shrieked for him to stop. He wouldn't 
but whipped up. I felt I must jump or 
die ss I jumped, landing between the 
two tracks. I had hardly struck the 
ground when the crash came. The hind 
wheels struck me as they were swept 
along and I was knocked to the ground. 
I could only see the carriage wreckage 
sweep past me like a mush of feathers. I 
got up and there they lay. It was awful. 
I was too excited to know how it all hap- 
pened. I think the express whistled for 
us and that the engineer reversed just as 
he struck us. White was the first one to 
get to me from down the track. You 
know the rest, and I am suffering ter- 
ribly." 


Edward White's Story. 


Edward White of Williametown who 


escaped death by getting out at the first 
crossing tells the the story as follows: 


"Clarence Prindle and myself were out 


upon the road to Pownai when we met a 
carriage with four men in it going towards 
the Pownai line. Neither Prindle nor my- 
self knew any of the men and we would 
probably have said nothing to them had 
they not invited us to get in and take a 
ride, saying that we looked like pretty 
good sort of fellows. 


We went with them to the Pownai hotel 


where we left the carriage and went into 
the hotel. There were at the hotel two 
Williatr-stown gentlemen whom we knew, 
and I invited the crowd to have a glass of 
beer. All accepted except the two Wil- 
Williairjstown gentlemen. 
Wo drank 


only one glass each. There was none of 
the party drunk. After we had remained 
at the hotel a short time, it was decided to 
return. As we reached this first "dugway" 
crossing a freight train approached from 
the west and we found it necessary to 
hurry the horses in order to pass the 
crossing before the train. It was the 
tention of the driver to reach the second 
crossing before the train, I believe. 


"As the carriage approached the cross- 


ing I jumped out and ran up to the cross- 
ing, where I stayed until the freight had 
passed by. The party thinking the way 
was clear, started to cross the tracks just 
as I noticed the passenger train, number 
157, coming toward the east towards us 
from the east. I shouted to my compan 
lone to stop, but for some reason or other 
they did not heed me and kept on coming. 
My friend Priudle, having heard my cries 
of warning and seeing the danger, jumped 
and saved his life. The other four drove 
upon the track directly in front of the en- 
gine. What happened after that I cannot 
say, for I was too scared to notice any- 
thing. When the horse broke loose from 
the tree I led him to the state line house." 
This does not tally closely with Prindle's 
stary who says not a drop was drank at 
Pownai. 
•Three or Four Beers Won't Make 


a man Drunk." 


White was in North Adams this morn- 


ing. 
He said "it would be telling" 


to say 
why 
he 
got 
out 
of 


the 
carriage. 
He 
further 
said 


"three or four beers would not make a 
man drunk," and stoutly affirmed that no 
one in the painy was drunk. He further 
stated that he saw two of the men breath 
wJaeA ne first came up. 
Mr. ]>ann*s Story—Ho Haw the Crash. 


M. A. Dunn, who lives some twelve or 


fifteen rods from, the crossing where the 
accident happened, was the only resident 
to see the crash. He was out looking at 
his crops on the north side of the track 
when he heard the 
freight engine's 


whistle. It whistled danger and he first 
thought that one of his small children 
might have tried to follow him and in 
crossing the iron railroad bridge was 
caught there by the parsing freight. "I 
kept my eye on the freight passing the 
bridge," said Mr. Dunn, "and was coming 
down across my field diagonally toward 
the crossing. The bridge and freight ob- 
structed my view so I could not see the 
carriage. Suddenly I noticed the west- 
bound express. I am sure the engineer 
could see nothing of what was ahead be- 
cause of the curve just before reaching 
the bridge as weli as the freight train. He 
certainly didn't Whistle. Then I saw one 
of the horses go 'high in the air, I should 
say fully as high as the telegraph poles. 
I then knew what had happened, although 
the rest of the wreck I couldn't see for it 
went the other side of the track. I was 
about twelve rods away, and as soon as I 
could climb up the bank and cross the 
bridge I was on the scene. Prindle and 
White stood seemingly dazed on the cros- 
sing. The wreck was scattered for fifty 
feet or more down the track. I tell you 
it was an awful sight. I should say White 
anyway had been having something. 


Mrs. llarwnod*s Account. 


Mrs. Harwood, who lives between the 


two crossings did not see the accident, 
but stoutly said that the men had every 
appearance of being very much under the 
influence of liquor as she saw them both 
going and coming. She said the men had 
plenty of warning from the freight train 
but they were too jolly to notice it. She 
further said they barely escaped being 
run over by the freight train at the first 
crossing. 
She and her husband and 


children were at the scene of the wreck 
within a few minutes of its occurrence, as 
she said she knew it was going to happen 
when she saw the men in the condition 
theyjwere in. She said they c"l!edoutto h3r 
husband when they passed going toward 
Pownai that "We'll have one on pop 
when we get to Pownai." She said they 
appeared very drunk. 


What Part Did Mquor Play. 


Here is the evidence then of four wit- 


nesses who say that the party had been 
drinking. 
They felt sure of it. But to 


offset this is the evidence oi Dr. Barber of 
Pownai who saw and partially examined 
the bodies in the Pownai freight house 
and told the TRANSCRIPT representatives 
that he could detect no trace of whiskey. 
Undertaker Comisky adds his evidence 
that he found no signs of intoxication 
while preparing the bodies for burial. 


The affirmative, evidence /roes to show 


that there had been more or less drinking, 
while the negative evidence in the case 
denies it. 
Oliver Dandelln 


Was born in Westboro and waa twenty- 
two years of age. He moved to this town 
with his parents fourteen years ago. For 
the past few weeks he was employed in 
Cavanaugh's grocery store. He was the 
soil of Mr. and Mrs. Mitchell Daudelin of 
4 Bast Cliff street and is survived by his 
parents, six brothers and two sisters. Mr. 
Daudelin Was a member of St. Jean Ba'p- 
tisto society. 


Jeremiah Trndean 


Was born in this town and was 25 yean 
of age. He was employed in the Windsor 
Print works. The deceased was the son 


of Octave Trudeau of 123 Union street 
and is survived by his parents, five broth- 
ers and six sisters. The remains will be 
sent to Canada this evening at 8 o'clock 
for burial. 


Edward Channt. 


Was born in Canada and was twenty-five 
years of age. He moved to this town with 
his mother's family six years ago and was 
employed in Mil lard's shoe factory. He 
was the son of Mrs. Eliza Chaput of 27 
East Cliff street and is survived by his 
mother, five brothers and two sisters. Mr. 
Chaput was a member of St. Jean Bap- 
tiste society. 


Edward Roqne 


Was born in Canada and was twenty-five 
years of age. He moved to this town 
with his father's family abont » year ago 
and since corning here has been employ- 
ed in the packing room of the Windsor 
Print works.

Off en Their Second Race Again Today.

NEW YORK, July 22.—For the race to- 


day both the Defender and Vigilant have 
been tuned up so that each boat is in bet- 
ter racing trim. 


It is generally admitted here that the 


Defender has incontei.*ably proven her 
superiority to the Vigilant as a light 
weather boat, although the Defender has 
no overwhelming victory to her credit as 
yet. 


Neither boat has been measured yet. 


Capt. Haff of the Defender does not want 
his boat's measurements known to the 
Englishmen so they can't change the Va.'- 
kvrie in any way. The best computations 
make the Defender 97 feet 5 inches; Vigi- 
lant, 96 feet. Assuming these flgvres to 
be correct, the Defender should allow the 
Vigilant 2 minutes, 6 seconds in a 30-mile 
race. This would leave the Defender a 
winner Saturday by only 39 seconds. 


No official decisions of the 
present 


races will be made until the measure- 
ments are known. 


The Start. 


Today's race was over course No. 2. 


Starting from the line drawn between th 
flagship Sylvia and the Scotland lightship, 
one turning point was off Long Beach on 
the Long Island shore and one off Long 
Branch on the Jersey shore, making a 
tritngular distance of thirty miles.

Pasto two or three thicknesses of 
puper over tho top and set away from 
children nud mice, in a dark place. In au- 
tumn it is ripe and fit to serve. The con- 
fection is delicious to those who have tried 
It when made from flowers of real fra- 
grance. Tho familiar potpourri may bo 
varied, according to the same authority, 
by including other flowers in its prepara- 
tion. According to the season may be add- 
ed to the jar alternate layers of flue salt, 
mignonette, heliotrope, violets, rote gera- 
niums and tuberoses.

SCORES OF LIVES LOST. 


A Passenger Steamer Sunk In Col- 


lision Off Italy's Coast. • 


Many of the Victims Were 


Asleep In Their Beds. 


Affair to Bo Thoroughly Investigated by Iho 


Italian Government 


GEXOA, July 22.— The Italian steamers 


Ortigia and Maria P collided off Isln Del 
PLnto, at the entrauco of the Gulf of 
Spezzia, yesterday. The latter sank and 
118 passengers were drowned. 


The Maria, P was bound from Naples to 


La Plate. There was a crew of 17, and 
the passengers numbered 173. She was 
calling here en route to her destination. 
She was entering the Gulf of Genoa when 
she met the Ortigia, outward bound. 
They only noticed each other when a col- 
lision was inevitable. 


The bow of tho Ortigia crashed into the 


starboard side of the Maria P The water 
rushed in through the hole, aud the 
Maria P sank iu three minutes. 


The majority of the passengers were 


asleep at the time of the accident, and had 
no time to escape after tho alarm was 
given. 
They were engulfed with the 


vessel. The Ortigia rescued 14 of the crew 
and 28 of the passengers of the Maria P. 


Other steamers have been dispatched to 


the scene of the disaster, and are now 
searching for further survivors. 


At the conclusion of the sitting of the 


chamber yesterday at Rome the minister 
of marine announced the news of the dis- 
aster in the midst of a profound sensa- 
tion, adding that an officer, a seaman and 
a stoker, and 144 passengers of the Maria P. 
had perished. The Ortigia had 25 passen- 
gers on board. 
Sa>r the Danger Too Ijlte to Prevent It. 


The sky was overcast at the time of the 


accident, and there was little sea. Both 
captains were asleep, and Third Officer 
Revello was on watch on the Ortigia and 
Second Officer D'Angclo was on watch on 
the Maria P. 
The Ortigia was going at 


the rate of 11 miles an hour, aud the Maria 
P at the rate of eight miles. 
Both vessels 


saw the lights of the other and continued 
on their proper roads till the mistake was 
made, it is not established by whom, 
which brought the Maria P broadside to- 
ward the Ortigia. Third Officer Kevello of 
the Ortigia saw the danger and ordered 
the engines reversed. But the order came 
too late. The Ortigia struck the Maria P, 
making an enormous gap iu her side. 


All the boats of the Ortigia were 


lowered, and the crews rescued all they 
could of the survivors. Ths latter, for the 
most part, remain in such a state of terror 
since the rescue that they are unable to 
pivo a single detail of tho disaster. Cap- 
tain ITerrara, who was saved, said that he 
was sleeping in his cabiu when he was 
awakened by cries and shouts and a great 
noise. He rushed upon deck and saw the 
Ortigia backing off, while his own ship 
was sinking. Seeing that all wag !ost, he 
jumped into the gea, where he was picked 
up by the Ortigia's boats. 


A Passenger's Account of tlie Disaster. 
A passenger named Balena, a jeweler, 


was on board with his wife and three 
young children. He said that he had not 
turned in when the collision occurred. 
He seized two of the children and his wife 
caught up the third and they ran upon 
fleck and jumped into the sea. The chil- 
dren weighed him down and he sank after 
a hard struggle. When he came to the 
surface 'his children had disappeared. 
His wife hud managed to cling to a piece 
of wreckage till the Ortigia's boat saved 
her. They lost everything. Second Offi- 
cer D'Angelo of the Maria P, who was on 
watch on that ship when she was struck 
by the Ortigia, was drowned. 


Among the saved is a child, 8 years old, 


who is the only survivor of a family of 
soven who went down with the ill-fated 
ship. Two of the Maria P's seamen were 
injured. An inquiry into the catastrophe 
has beta opened. _ 
_

DEFEATED. 


Details of the Battle Fought on July 11— Many 


Killed on Both Sides. 


HAVANA, July 38.— Further details are 


constantly coming to light concerning the 
action between Ihe insurgents and the 
column of Marshal Martinez de Campos, 
between Manzanillo and Bayamo, on July 
11 The more that is known of the action 
the more it is seen that the captain general 
»nd his forces were in a position of ex- 
treme peril, and that it was only by the 
personal leadership and military skill of 
Marshal de Campos himself that the day 
was saved and made an especially glorious 
action for the Spanish army. 


He Campos then took command. Pabana 


Perulojo, with 9000 of the insurgent cav- 
alry , charged iipon the Spanish forces. 
De Campos made a great and heroic de- 
fense against the fierce attack. 
He or- 


dered mules and. horses killed, and with 
them and with the baggage of the troops 
he formed barricades to obstruct the in- 
surgent cavalry charges. 
The latter were 


not able to resist the firing of the Mauser 
rifles in the'hands • of the Spaniards, and 
commenced to'wave'r. 


Campos' military experience admon- 


ished him to take advantage of this weak- 
ness, and he immediately charged with 
the cavalry, while the infantry attacked 
with bayonets and routed the insurgents, 
who divided into bands and dispersed. 


He then- made his way to Bayaino, 


where he was enthusiastically received. 
The troops lost, besides General Santo- 
cildes, 13 officers dead and wounded and 
70 soldiers dead, and about 100 wounded. 
The insurgents lost 500 dead or wounded. 
Brigadier "Rabi, Colonel Maehado and 
Major Moncada were killed. Among the 
wounded were Captain Ramirez and two 
chiefs of a lower grade. 


BAPTISTS AT BALTIMORE. 


Brilliant Close ol a Successful Session— Dis- 


tinguished Divines Take Part 


BALTIMOBE, July 83.— The service of the 


last day of the fifth annual international 
convention of the Baptist Young People's 
Union o.f American was particularly im- 
pressive. Tie general prayer and praise 
service was led by Rev. W. B. Riley. The 
topic was "Faith Inspired Living." 


In the afternoon there was a second 


prayer and praise service, Rev. B. F. Lov- 
ett being the leader. At the close of the 
beautiful exercises Joshua Lovering was 
invited to preside, ,<.ad he presented Rev.

A Receiver to Be Appointed For the I IN Fated 


Bank to Protect Creditors. 


\VlLLlMAJmc, Conn., July 23.—Bank 


Commissioner Crof ut announces that from 
discoveries nmde since his examination of 
i lie Dime Savings bank a week ago, the in- 
stitution is insolvent by at least $30,(XK), 
.Mid that he sees nothing to be done but to 
close the banl^. John Waklen, who for 15 
years was cashier of the bank and who re- 
signed last Wednesday at the request of" 
the corporators, has disappeared. 


The general cash book and the daily bal- 


nncc book cannot be found, and the real 
[• itate book is badly mutilated. 
The time 


lock of tho safci has run down and the key 
.^gone. An officer has been placed in 
harge of the bank. 
Tho Dime Savings 


cviuk has been having a hard struggle ever 
cilice the recent f-ulure of tho First Na- 
tional bunk through the defalcations of 
Cashier Rislpy. 
The bank commissioners 


have been in charge of the Dimo Savings 
bank, and it was hoped both by the offi- 
cials and corporators that plans might be 
perfected for the continuance of the insti- 
tution. To this end a 'M days' notice from 
depositors vsibhingto withdraw was an- 
nounced and a 16 per cant scale. 


Last Wednesday the corporators met to 


perfect plans for tho reorganization before 
t!ie first of the 90 davs'notice should ex- 
pire on July 22. At this meeting the resig- 
nation of Cashier Walden was requested, 
and it. was al once presented and accepted. 
Another meeting was called for Friday, at 
which time it was voted to increase tho 
uoard of corporators by eight, ind a final 
meeting for Hie election of officers was ap- 
pointed for torlay. 
Meanwhile, Commis- 


sioner Crofut had appealed to tho supremo 
court for an injunction to prevent a run 
on the bank when the notice come due 
today. 
Finances In Bad Shape. 


This application wa.s refused, and it at 


once became apparent that a receiver mast 
be asked for. Commissioner Crofut at 
once came here to begin a final examina- 
tion of the affairs of the bank, when to 
his astonishment he found a shortage of 
more than 112,000, recorded loans of a 
doubtful nature aggregating $20,000 and 
the books missing and mutilated, ban-ing 
further investigation. To add to the diffi- 
culty, it was found that tho safe could not 
be opened, the time look having been per- 
mitted to run down, and no key could be 
found to wind it again. 


In view of these complications Com- 


missioner Crofut decided to at once de- 
clare the bank insolvent, and the corpora- 
tors will be called together at 9 o'clock 
today to hear the report of the com- 
missioner, whoso discoveries have 
all 


been made since an examination made 
July 11. 


These gentlemen are appalled at the 


disclosures, and they refuse to say any- 
thing before having heard the report of the 
commissioners. Considerable excitement 
prevails, for the story has spread with the 
greatest rapidity. 


Concerning the missing cashier there is 


much talk. He hail been cashier for 15 
yoars, and up to a short time ago was con- 
sidered perfectly sound. At that time tho 
corporators of tho bank bec.ime dissatis- 
flud, and the feeling culminated last Fri- 
day in tlie request for his resignation. He 
left town on Friday morning, but in- 
formed his wife that he would be back for 
oupper. Since that time nothing has been 
seen of him about here, and his present 
location is a mystery.
